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Reader Mark Anderson responds to “Fox 9 
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All three voted for corporate tax cuts that 
raised the deficit by $242 billion this year.

FEALTY IN RETREAT 

How did Tim Walz get his A rating from the NRA?

I n 2008, Minnesota Democratic Con¬ 
gressman Tim Walz was congratu¬ 
lating the United States Supreme 
Court for decreeing the District of 
Columbia’s ban on carrying con¬ 
cealed firearms unconstitutional. 

“Gun ownership is a basic right in Amer¬ 
ica, notto be infringed upon by anyone or any 
government entity,” he said in a statement. 
"It is a victory that gun-owners, hunters, 
sportsmen, and everyday Americans waited 
too long for.” 

Later that year, he earned an A rating 
from the NRA “because of his unwaver¬ 
ing pro-gun support,” according to Chris 
Cox, then-chairman of the NRA Political 
Victory Fund. The organization endorsed 
his reelection campaign, and would do so 
again in 2010 and 2012. 


A decade ago, gubernatorial candidate 
Tim Walz was among the most zealous 
pro-gun members of Congress. 


Walz is now running for Minnesota gov¬ 
ernor in an age defined by a long string of 
mass shootings in schools and churches. 
Supporting gun control is a growing part 
of the liberal party line, and Walz—who 
made his name representing Minnesota’s 
conservative southern district—is being 
forced to reckon with his old NRA ties. 

He’s done so by pointing to a recent his¬ 
tory of supporting “common sense” mea¬ 
sures, like backing universal background 
checks, funding gun control research, and 
banning bump stocks. He has also donated 
the $18,000 he received from the NRA 
to charity. The NRA recently gave him a 
new grade: F. He characterizes his past 
support as a hunter and military veteran 
standing up for Minnesota’s grand tradi¬ 
tion in firearms. 

“I know many gun-owning Minnesotans 
still think of the organization [the NRA] 
as it was when I was growing up: as an 
advocate for sportsmen and women that 
held gun-safety classes,” he wrote in the 
Star Tribune. The current NRA is differ¬ 
ent-obstructionist and irresponsible. He 
can no longer accept its support. 

It’s not certain what the NRA once 
saw in Walz. The group uses question¬ 


naires to grade politicians. So Students 
Demand Action Minnesota, a grassroots 
group pushing for gun control, asked Walz 
if they could see how he answered the 
questionnaires. 

Walz stonewalled, saying he has no plans 
to release them. Nor did he respond to spe¬ 
cific questions on his record, which means 
it’s impossible to know how he answered 
the questionnaires. But a 2008 version 
leaked to City Pages reveals the kinds of 
positions Walz presumably agreed with. 

It’s 27 items long. Much of it’s a gun 
rights wish list, like opposing federal 
background checks for gun show ven¬ 
dors; fighting bans on assault weapons, 
high-capacity magazines and .50 caliber 
weapons; and keeping owners from hav¬ 
ing to register firearms. 

These are the kinds of questions Walz 
aced in the NRA’s eyes. He would con¬ 
tinue to make good on his fealty as late as 
last year, when he voted to give veterans 
deemed “mentally incompetent” the right 
to purchase firearms. 

There isn’t much evidence showing 
the NRA has changed as an organiza¬ 
tion. Whether or not Walz has is unclear.

Goodbye , Good Neighbor? 

WCCO Radio tests an ugly, right-wing mid-morning future 


“Y 


ou’ve been catnip to 
the ladies,” Star Tri¬ 
bune gossip columnist 
C.J. cooed last week, 
“seducing them with 
your mellifluous, sexy voice.” 

John Hines shot back: “Then they see 
the balding, hard-of-hearing reality.” 

The self-deprecating college dropout 
with the million-dollar voice has graced 
radio waves with those honeyed tones for 
45 years, the last nine with WCCO. 

When he first got to WCCO, Hines some¬ 
times riffed on the hot topics of the day. His 
takes didn’t exactly set phone lines alight. 

“But then he would talk about the best 
way to get from St. Paul to northeast Min¬ 
neapolis, in traffic, and people just loved it,” 
recalls board operator Christopher Ellston. 

Hines’ political philosophy, if he has one, 
Ellston sums up as: Discrimination is wrong, 
and you should speak out when you see it. 

When Hines signs off from daily radio 
next month, his listeners will miss him. And 
they, in turn, will be missed by WCCO, if the 
station takes the hard-right lurch foreshad¬ 
owed by on-air auditions for Hines’ seat. 

First up: Rob Carson, a Chaska native who 
had a short run on KS95 in the mid-1990s, 
later hosted shows in Ohio and Missouri, 
and is currently a “self-employed podcaster.” 

His Tuesday show came one day after 
it was announced that no charges would 
be filed in the police shooting of Thurman 
Blevins. Carson marked the solemn news 


by saying it “is not uncommon in inner cit¬ 
ies for ...African-American men to begin a 
spiral, a chain of crimes, some becoming 
more violent, more dangerous.” 

Other insights: America’s racial divide 
“started in the last presidential administra¬ 
tion”; black NFL players’ “First Amendment 
rights do not matter” when they’re at work; 
ousted Papa John’s CEO John Schattner 
was “goaded” into using the n-word; it’s 
unfair only blacks get to say that word; and: 
“I like Papa John’s pizza!” 

Carson was holding back. Last year, his 
podcast aired a joke song called “Oh Tranny 
Boy.” In May, he called the people of the 
Middle East “Third World mindless mon¬ 
keys from the seventh century.” 

On Thursday, WCCO gave the mic to 
Bob Davis, the host who once told parents 
of slaughtered children in Newtown, Con¬ 
necticut that his losing Second Amendment 
rights would be a “greater tragedy than 
[their] loss,” and to “go to hell.” 

Davis informed WCCO’s listeners he was 
a changed man. Then this kinder, gentler 
Bob Davis said “there’s too much govern¬ 
ment,” no one wants a “bike trail in [their] 
backyard,” and there is no “fact-driven media 
anymore.” 

Why did the station that fashions itself 
“The Good Neighbor” give a combined 12 
hours of airtime to toxic characters you’d 
prefer were kept six zip codes away? 

Meet Andy Bloom, hired in April as opera¬ 
tions manager ofWCCO and its sister music 


stations. A Minneapolis native, Bloom most 
recently ran a set of sports-and-talk stations 
out of Philadelphia. Before that, he was 
communications director for a Republican 
Congressman from Ohio. 

Bloom doesn’t hide his politics: Earlier 
this year he was writing for Newsmax, the 
hard-right news outlet, about how gun laws 
“will make some people feel better, but won’t 
prevent shootings,” and why Donald Trump 
is wise to admire Andrew Jackson. 

Bloom says he’s not out to convert any¬ 
one, unless you mean getting them to buy 
the sponsors’ products. In scouting John 
Hines’ replacement, Bloom says: “My only 
interest is getting someone that will gener¬ 
ate an audience.” 

An internal memo Bloom sent shows 
where he thinks the audience is. 

“The fact is, the majority of News-Talk 
radio listeners are center-right,” Bloom 
wrote, advising his staff to “stop chasing 
off the Right” by giving “info-mercials” to 
guests with “left-leaning agendas.” 

Bloom claims ignorance of any “shock- 
jock” material from Rob Carson, and cited 
the candidate’s radio experience: “He, for 
many years, wrote for Rush Limbaugh.” 
Carson’s and Davis’ auditions are about 
“seeking a diversity of opinions.” And? “I 
thought both Rob and Bob did particularly 
good jobs.” 

They’re just two among “hundreds” 
of qualified candidates under consider¬ 
ation, Bloom says. He notes that current 



WCCO figures Blois Olson and Roshini 
Rajkumar—both milder-mannered than 
Carson or Davis—had also auditioned. 

“This is a really difficult choice,” Bloom 
says. “Openings here at WCCO do not hap¬ 
pen frequently.” 

Hines says Bloom had nothingto do with 
his decision, and says he’ll be back “as often 
as they would like to invite me.” 

He hasn’t given much thought to who 
might take his job—“it’s no longer mine, 
and in the big picture, it was never mine.” 

Even if it’s a right-wing firebreather? 

He sighed. “If somebody thinks that will 
be successful, that that’s the way to go in 
the future, more power to them,” Hines 
said, adding: “I’m just the announcer guy. 
I don’t have a judgment or a value to put 
on any of that.” 

Hines was apologetic. 

“You’re probably looking for something 
more, but I’m not the guy,” he said. “Other 
people will probably have stronger opinions.” 

Anyone who heard last week’s auditions 
misses him already. G3

Two sheriffs clash over dysfunction 
in the Ramsey County Jail 


H alfway through the mid¬ 
night shift on an early 
winter morning, St. Paul 
Police dropped a 22-year- 
old man at the Ramsey 
County Jail. He’d been 
kicked out of Doc’s Landing in White Bear 
Lake for allegedly shouting at a woman 
in the bar. 

As the intoxicated inmate waited to be 
processed, he became increasingly agitated. 
He called out to correctional officers about 
the status of his charges. They ordered him 
to sit down and wait his turn. 

According to reports from five jailers 
staffing the booking area, he singled out 
CO Jason Flahave, demanding to know 
why the “smallest guy” in the room was 
telling him to be quiet. 

Finally, the inmate was called. As he 
walked past Flahave, he leaned in and 
whispered somethingno one else could hear. 

In a flash, Flahave shoved the inmate 
against the wall, where he cracked his head 
against a window. Three other jailers forced 
him to the ground. 

Sgt. Amber Gray, Flahave’s wife, sprinted 
from an adjacent room. She pressed a taser 
against the inmate’s back as he was cuffed. 

According to Flahave, the inmate had 
threatened to “beat [his] little ass.” 

But a supervisor thought he overreacted. 
The Ramsey County Sheriff’s Office referred 
the case to the Minneapolis city attorney, 
who charged Flahave with assault. The 
prosecutors’ argument: Because the inmate 
had already gone through metal detectors, 
the guard couldn’t reasonably believe he 
was in danger. 

Flahave was placed on administrative 
leave. 

In the sedentary months that followed, 
Flahave began to spiral. He’d sit at home in 
a stew of stress, ruminating on his chances 
of finding another career at age 38 with¬ 
out a college degree. He’d ask Gray if she 
planned to leave him once he lost his job. 
She’d call in sick on the days he’d weep and 
fantasize about how the world would be 
better off without him. She was terrified 
of leaving her gun in the house. 

Flahave also had spinal stenosis—pinch¬ 
ing nerve pain in the lower back—which led 
to an overreliance on prescription fentanyl. 

One night in January, Gray woke in the 
middle of the night to find her husband 
bare-chested and uncovered. She nudged 
him to pull on a shirt, lest he catch a cold. 
Flahave didn’t respond. He was cold to 
the touch. 

She panicked and slapped him in the 
face. A fentanyl patch fell out of his mouth. 

Six months after her husband’s overdose, 
Gray spends her weekends in Isanti with 
her mother, who suffered a stroke. A pack 
of rescue dogs has the run of the porch. 

“I hate my life. It sucks. I miss him every 
day,” she says icily behind a pair of over¬ 


sized sunglasses. “And I still have to go into 
that place because I work there.... That’s 
where we met.” 

There are important things to understand 
about the years of struggle that preceded 
her husband’s excessive force complaint, 
Gray says. 

The sheriff’s office, like agencies the 
nation over, faced intense pressure to reduce 
its use of force. At the same time, it failed to 
provide realistic alternatives for defusing 
the skirmishes and ambushes that arise 
in jail, she says. 


Last year, COs didn’t receive their state- 
mandated use-of-force training. A staff 
exodus forced jailers to work thousands 
of hours in overtime. Without reinforce¬ 
ments, they couldn’t take bathroom breaks 
or let inmates out to stretch their legs. There 
was no one to spare for annual training. 

Guards complained about the lack of 
instruction and conditions that left them 
with little chance to care for the dignity 
of people in custody. 

They lay these problems atthe feet Sheriff 
Jack Serier. 


II. DYNASTIC FEUDS 

For 16 years, the sheriff’s office was the 
domain of former St. Paul police officer 
Bob Fletcher, whose old-school leadership 
earned him a folkloric reputation as a cop’s 
cop. He was known for rollingup his sleeves 
when jail staffing ran thin, patrolling cell 
blocks and talking to inmates. 

He also had a pocketful of ambitious 
ideas, which perforated his career with 
controversies. 

Fletcher’s brainchild, the Metro Gang 
Strike Force, conducted important investiga-

tions of suspected gang members. However, 
it also lost track of evidence and confiscated 
cars, cash, and other valuables from peo¬ 
ple who were never charged with crimes. 
Two of his investigators went to prison for 
pocketing wads of drug money under FBI 
surveillance. 

Prior to the 2008 Republican National 
Convention, Fletcher took heat for raiding 
anarchist headquarters, seizing boxes of 
pamphlets and buttons protected by the 
First Amendment. Protests culminated in 
the mass arrest of activists and journalists. 

He warred with the Ramsey County 
Board, once suing commissioners for cut¬ 
ting his budget. He was seen as answerable 
to no one. 

By contrast, his successors were glar¬ 
ingly tame. 

Matt Bostrom, another former St. Paul 
cop and son of longtime Councilman Dan 
Bostrom, ousted Fletcher in 2010 with 
a campaign capitalizing on rumors of 
cronyism. 

Casting himself as a restorer of trust, 
Bostrom was a scholar with all the gentility 
the county board could hope for. He had a 
taste for theories about professionalizing 
police, believing that people were born 
either with or without good character; 
they couldn’t be taught. So the sheriff’s 
office would recruit people with intrinsic 
reserves of honesty and responsibility, then 
train them to be competent. 

According to many jailers who spoke to 
City Pages anonymously for fear of retali¬ 
ation, Bostrom’s “character-based” hiring 
was subjective. And it insulted some by 
implying that officers who predated his 
takeover lacked basic decency. 

The new recruits tended to be young 
and college-educated, without detention 
experience, but with plenty of ambition 
to use the jailer job as a stepping stone to 
becoming licensed cops. It seemed as if 
entire CO academies would train in, work 
the jail for a short time, then depart for 
policing jobs. It was the start of a cycle of 
attrition that would eventually lead to a 
“state of emergency.” 


III. A FAST AND FURIOUS 
REBELLION 

Every day at 7 a.m., Ramsey correctional 
officers stir the inmates from bed. Nurses 
hand out medicine. People are shuttled 
to court. The injured are escorted to the 
infirmary. Detectives come calling to 
interview the accused. 

The atmosphere is not nice. An undertow 
of racist and sexist language follows j ailers 
everywhere they go. Throw in fights, staff 
assaults, unsubtle sex between inmates, 
chemical withdrawal, and mental health 
crises, and jail life can be a struggle. 

Jailers complain of a disconnect between 
the sheriff and his staff, who tend to be high 
school graduates from modest backgrounds 
with more street smarts than academic 
pedigree. 

Under ideal conditions, inmates would 
get three hours free from their cells each 
morning and night. Yet barebones staffing 
forced guards to lock down entire wings 
for three days at a time, with exceptions 
only for quick showers and emergency 
phone calls. 

Revolt was inevitable. Inmates ripped 
sprinklers from ceilings and flooded toilets 
with wadded sheets, wrecking plumbing. 
Those who received brief excursions out¬ 
side of their cells refused to return. Once 
locked up, they had no idea when the doors 
would open again. 

Sam Young, an army veteran who served 
in Iraq, found himself sitting in a Ramsey 
County jail cell after pulling a gun on a car- 
jacker in St. Paul. Charges of terroristic 
threats were eventually dismissed, but he 
recalls his three days in detention as one 
of the worst experiences of his life. 

Young’s cellmates included a man suf¬ 
fering from withdrawals with scant medi¬ 
cal attention, and a 19-year-old California 
transfer whose stench reminded him of 
amputated limbs in Haiti following the 2010 
earthquake, where Youngprovided aid with 
the Army. They were denied showers their 
first day locked together. 

“In my opinion, that’s torture,” Youngsays. 
'When we would detain someone overseas, 
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it was generally after a gun battle or raiding 
someone’s house who had maybe produced 
explosive devices to kill Americans, and 
we’d still take them and treat them with 
some decency” 

Sometime after his release, Young ran 
into a CO at the Moose Country bar in 
Mendota Heights. The jailer explained 
they just didn’t have enough time to care 
for every inmate. 

IV. DARK HORSE 

The outside world knew nothing about 
the brewing crisis. Bostrom won reelec¬ 
tion unchallenged. 

Then, in 2016, midway through his second 
term, he quit. 

Unbeknownst to the public, Bostrom had 
enrolled at Oxford University to research 
“character-based” hiring. He spent more 
than a month in London, collecting county 
pay, before reporters noticed his absence. 
The sheriff announced his resignation to 
his underlings over Skype. The Ramsey 
County Board would choose a replacement. 

Bostrom’s heir apparent was Chief Deputy 
Jack Serier, a longtime suburban cop who’d 
worked the streets of St. Paul for two years 
before sliding into a series of administra¬ 
tive roles. He was Bostrom’s closest ally, a 
natural extension of his policies, and the 
personal favorite of Ramsey County Board 
Chair Victoria Reinhardt. She advocated 
for a swift and seamless handoff. 

This left top female cops disillusioned 
by the board’s lip service to equity, while 
seemingly disinterested in their candi¬ 
dacies. 

Nancy Haas, a lobbyist for county attor¬ 
neys and judges, says many employees 
wanted her to apply so she could fix long¬ 
standing safety and morale issues. They 
felt that Bostrom and Serier’s “character- 
based” mantra wasn’t practiced at the top. 

Laura Goodman, a former state crime- 
victim ombudsman with more than 30 years 
as a police officer, also considered fighting 
for the sheriff’s badge upon hearing of all 
the forced overtime for jailers. 

“Thaf s a pretty serious issue for a number 
of reasons,” she says. “The most common 
is that when you have tired officers, you 
have officers that make mistakes, that have 
short tempers.” 

The Teamsters union, which represents 
COs, tried to combat the board’s apparent 
indifference to understaffing. Union steward 
Chad Lydon wrote a letter to commission¬ 
ers depicting an epic morale drain that 
built over Bostrom’s term, during which 
cell-locking systems frequently malfunc¬ 
tioned, assaults on staff skyrocketed by 80 
percent, training for new hires became 
increasingly rushed, and defective metal 
detectors weren’t fixed. 

Yet commissioners were determined to 
pick Serier. His was the only application 
they considered. During his interview, they 
lobbed softball questions about his mastery 


of budgets, his “hot dog with a deputy” 
youth outreach events, and his dedication 
to a “culture of care” that made the sheriff’s 
office a destination workplace. 

“[Bostrom] is a great leader, mentor, advi¬ 
sor, colleague,” Serier testified. “He made 
me a partner in developing his vision and 
implementing it over the years.” 

Members of the public in attendance, 
including many jailers, were not allowed 
to comment. Serier ascended the chain of 
command effortlessly. 

V. A GHOST PAD 
IN RAILROAD ISLAND 

The appointment was such a whirlwind 
event that it wasn’t until afterward that 
government watchdog group St. Paul 
Strong posed questions about Serier’s 
eligibility. 

At the time, only Ramsey County inhab¬ 
itants could hold the post, County Attor¬ 
ney John Kelly ruled. Yet Serier, a former 
Stillwater cop, was a longtime resident of 
Washington County. To smooth the tran¬ 
sition, Bostrom leased his Payne Avenue 
townhouse to Serier prior to announcing 
his resignation. 

The first person to notice the handoff was 
Kyle Mestad, then the sheriff’s director of 
planning and policy analysis. He lived a few 
doors down from Bostrom, collecting the 
boss’ mail while he studied abroad. 

One day Mestad noticed an Xcel energy 
bill in Serier’s name, though the chief dep¬ 
uty’s car was never seen on the block, and 
neighbors thought the house a ghost pad. 
He worried that a paper trail was being 
created for a move that hadn’t taken place. 

As reporters began to ask questions, Serier 
produced a lease and an energy bill, both 
dated to show he was living in St. Paul by 
October 2016. But records reveal Serier 
voted in Stillwater that November. 

To settle the question, St. Paul Strong 
demanded to see location data from Serier’s 
county cell phone. 

“I’m not addressing that,” Serier told 
City Pages. “If there’s a data request out 
there, that’s a whole other thing. None has 
ever been made.” 

City Pages filed a request. The sheriff’s 
office turned it down, and Serier declined 
all subsequent interviews. 

The Ramsey County Board refused to 
investigate. Perhaps not coincidentally, 
County Commissioner Reinhardt now 
serves as chairwoman of Serier’s reelec¬ 
tion campaign. 

After boasting to the board of his ability 
to stay under budget, Serier was reluctant 
to ask for more money for the staff-starved 
agency, says Mestad, who has since resigned. 

“I’m very passionate about making sure 
our elected officials are good people. And 
I don’t support Jack because the way he 
treats people is not right. His management 
and decision-making process is extremely 
flawed, and he lied about his residency.”

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VI. MUTINY IN THE RANKS 

The sheriff’s office commissioned Matrix 
Consulting Group to examine staffing. It 
found the department a damning 40 bod¬ 
ies short. However, the results were kept 
secret for six months as Serier settled in. 

Yet a draft found its way to former sheriff 
Bob Fletcher, who had many friends in 
the agency. He shared the study widely, 
sparing no criticism. 

The embattled new sheriff embarked on 
a mole hunt. He never found the leak, but 
a scouring of department emails detected 
Fletcher supporters. 

Sgt. Lugene Werner was found to have 
emailed Fletcher, worried that an inmate 
was a potential terrorist. The county attor¬ 
ney had charged the man with chasing 
someone around a St. Paul apartment with 
a machete he called “the knife of God.” 

Though Fletcher argued that Werner 
hadn’t sent him anything that wasn’t 
already public information, Serier accused 
the sergeant of violating inmate privacy. He 
demoted her and recommended criminal 
charges. Prosecutors were less enthusi¬ 
astic, quickly dismissing the case for lack 
of evidence. 

Werner was reinstated to sergeant. 

Sgt. Cory Hendrickson, who’d been 
copied on the email, was fired. His inbox 
was also found to contain many personal 
messages. (Hendrickson, who declined 
comment, is contesting the termination 
through arbitration.) 

Yet the sheriff’s sleuthing had no bearing 
on the underlying staffing problem. After 
paying $1.3 million in overtime in 2016, 
Serier tried to bridge the gap with a series 
of scheduling changes. 

Eight-hour days expanded to 10. By 
working longer shifts, jailers were sup¬ 
posed to get every other weekend off—a 
luxury they hadn’t had in years. Serier sold 
it to the County Board as an “industry¬ 
leading” schedule that jailers overwhelm¬ 
ingly supported. They hadn’t. Everyone 
knew the jail lacked the bodies for what 
Serier proposed. The handful of COs who 
attended the board meeting left in silent 
protest. 

Within the week, newly appointed Chief 
Deputy Steve Frazer dropped a bomb: 
Jailers would actually work 12-hour days. 

Dave Kernal, a 16-year detention veteran, 
says COs scrambled to find care for aging 
parents and newborns. Some had to go 
to family court to reschedule visitations 
with their kids. Others dropped out of 
night school. 

“They pretty much said, 'Too bad, not 
my problem. Your life outside the jail, 
this administration doesn’t care about 
it,”’ Kernal says. “They don’t give a rat’s 
ass about us.” 

Not long afterward, 57-year-old inmate 
Christian Smalley, who was in jail for run¬ 
ning over a woman in the parking lot of a 
St. Paul Target, leapt to his death from a 


second-floor tier. A state review faulted 
jailers for patrolling too quickly to have 
thoroughly checked inmates’ mental wel¬ 
fare. The sheriff’s office also neglected 
to install suicide barriers. But instead of 
remedying this, Serier elected to spend 
$192,000 on an administrative office 
makeover the following month. 

COs believed the sheriff, who they say 
rarely set foot in the jail, cared little for 
working conditions. They circulated a 
no-confidence petition and delivered 
unto Serier a scornful nickname: “Lord 
Farquaad,” after the miniature villain 
with an oversized sense of entitlement 
from Shrek. 

VII. GUNS DRAWN 

After more than a year in office, Serier 
hired enough COs to fully staff the jail. 
But they were largely rookies without 
experience. 

This matters when a lone jailer super¬ 
vising a room of 50 suddenly must deal 
with an inmate who makes a point of dis¬ 
obeying orders, COs say. An uncontrolled 
power play could spread like wildfire, and 
jailers aren’t looking to fight. Not when 
inmates won’t hesitate to seek revenge 
if staff does something dirty, like beating 
someone who’s handcuffed. Career jail¬ 
ers who work the same cell blocks their 
entire lives don’t tolerate excessive force. 
Wrongdoing paints targets on them all. 

There’s an impression among jailers that 
those hired in Fletcher’s days are second- 
class citizens to the “character-based” hires 
who arrived after 2010. Veteran officers 
contend they’re denied promotions, and 
senior deputies testing for sergeant are 
shuffled to the bottom of the roster despite 
scoring higher on exams. 

Serier also gained a reputation of dealing 
excessive punishment for minor infrac¬ 
tions. 

Deputy Joe Stradinger was suspended 
for 30 days after failing to answer his phone 
because he’d hit the gym after lunch, which 
was allowed under his flexible work hours. 
Deputy Bruce Booher was demoted for 
nodding off on the job after working 37 
days in a row. Arbitrators eventually over¬ 
turned both penalties, finding that the 
acts “no way justified the harshness of 
the discipline meted out.” 

Employees say they accept their duty to 
perform ethically or face consequences. 
Yet they believe Serier and his support¬ 
ers are held to more lenient standards. 

In March, the sheriff’s office raided the 
Vadnais Heights home of a 13-year-old 
autistic boy who’d made a comment in 
school about shooting classmates. Investi¬ 
gators turned up dozens of firearms. The 
father, Christopher Stowe, was charged 
with felony improper storage and pos¬ 
session of illegal firearms. 

This case came fresh on the heels of 
the Parkland, Florida high school mas- 
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sacre. Serier held a 
press conference, 
providing alarming 
photos of a tangle 
of rifles dumped on 
a mattress. 

Four months 
later, the Bureau of 
Criminal Apprehen¬ 
sion concluded that 
what was origi¬ 
nally thought to be 
a machine gun was 
actually a semi¬ 
automatic rifle, and 
a short-barreled 
shotgun was a pistol that fired bullets, 
not shells. The sheriff hadn’t bothered 
to confirm. 

In April, Chief Deputy Steve Frazer 
appeared in Corporate Mark, a mom-and- 
pop embroidery store in White Bear Lake, 
to solicit donations for Serier’s reelection. 
Corporate Mark is a cop’s shop, brim¬ 
ming with police-themed clothing and 
ceremonial banners. It’s a place where 
officers from assorted agencies stop in 
to grab a piece of candy and chat with 
owner Linda Schwartzbauer. 

Schwartzbauer is married to a Ramsey 
County deputy, so she was reluctant to 
complain when her husband’s boss asked 
her to hang a “Sheriff Jack Serier” T-shirt 
prominently on the wall. 

Yet when other police noted that it’s 
unlawful for Frazer to campaign on county 
time, she turned to former sheriff Bob 
Fletcher. He filed an ethics complaint. 
(Frazer declined comment.) 

Neither the Vadnais Heights gun case 
nor the donation solicitation resulted in 
discipline. 

When Serier announced his bid for 
reelection, longtime Minneapolis cop 
Mike Martin stepped up to challenge 
him. Martin says he was persuaded after 
speaking with dozens within the depart¬ 
ment who felt misused and mismanaged. 
“They were men, women, people of every 
background, and they all seemed to hit 
on the same themes.” 

Serier’s supporters included a who’s 
who of St. Paul politics—Congresswoman 
Betty McCollum, state legislators, county 
attorneys, city council members, and even 
a host of labor unions. 

“Respect, responsibility, honor, and 
truth are at the core of everything that 
happens in Sheriff Serier’s office,” says 
campaign chairwoman Victoria Reinhardt. 
“I always know that Jack holds the best 
interests of the people in his department 
and of the people of Ramsey County in 
his heart. Sheriff Jack Serier’s integrity 
is beyond reproach.” 

Neither of the unions representing COs 
and deputies endorsed Serier. Regardless, 
he won the DFL nomination easily in May, 
forcing Martin to abandon the race—and 
pass the baton to Fletcher, who filed to 


run as an independent mere hours before 
registration closed. 

At an election launch party at Mancini’s 
Char House, Fletcher promised to outfit 
deputies with body cameras and merge 
the county jail and workhouse to improve 
the flow of mental health services. His 
campaign manager is 34-year-old organic 
farmer Mhonpaj Lee. 

She met Fletcher decades ago when he 
showed up at St. Paul’s Mount Airy projects 
to sell her parents on the benefits of sport. 
He wanted to assemble the first Hmong 
Boy Scouts troupe in their neighborhood 
and organize a girls’ softball team. She 
grew up attending the early reading and 
swim programs run by the sheriff’s office, 
which were discontinued with Fletcher’s 
departure in 2010. 

“I was so naive when I was younger. It 
wasn’t until I was older that I actually real¬ 
ized he was the sheriff of Ramsey County,” 
Lee says. “When Bob [lost] reelection, 
none of us kids had anywhere else to go. 
But I have to say, all the kids whose lives 
they touched, most of us went to college. 
We all have good careers.” 

The feeling among Fletcher’s coali¬ 
tion-past and present sheriff’s employees, 
Hmong and Somali delegates, and former 
law enforcement rivals—seems to be that 
even if he isn’t the ideal candidate, he’s 
the only one with the name recognition 
to take down Serier. 

Even St. Paul Strong’s Laura Goodman, 
who dragged Fletcher when she also ran for 
sheriff in 2010, says she’s far more confident 
in his ability to learn from his mistakes than 
in Serier admitting to any fault. 

When correctional officer Jason Fla- 
have died that January night, Fletcher 
called his widow, Amber Gray, the next 
morning. Jack Serier followed with his 
condolences three days later. 

Reflecting on two years of dysfunction, 
Gray says she blames the incumbent sheriff 
for drawing a line in the sand between 
Fletcher loyalists and new hires—castes 
that didn’t exist before. 

“There are a lot of us that do not want 
to see that man get elected,” Gray says of 
Serier. “He’s just not a good human being. 
He’s a politician first and human being 
second, if it’s even second.” B3

How a Falcon Heights 
nonprofit is fixing 
our food system

T he Good Acre’s sleek redware¬ 
house rises amid the green 
fields of the U of M’s farm, 
just off Larpenteur Avenue 
in Falcon Heights. Enter its 
double doors to stacks of CSA boxes; black 
buckets oftoweringhydrangeas, dahlias, and 
echinacea; and jugs of brewing kombucha. 

The kitchens bustle with small food pro¬ 
cessors. You might meet the Latina women 
of Senoras de Salsa, their laughter mingling 
with scents of garlic and cilantro; come 
evening, Yia Vang, the hip young Hmong 
chef, is teaching college-bound students 
the art of banh mi. By next morning, “lunch 
ladies” and administrators will file in for 
culinary farm-to-school training. This food 
hub is a warehouse and packingfacility, with 
licensed commercial kitchens, a cooking 
school, a culinary training center, and a 
community gathering space. 

“I stay behind the scenes,” Rhys Wil¬ 
liams, the Good Acre’s executive director, 
likes to say. But this quiet and unassuming 
man is at the center of it all. Williams is fit 
and weathered, still very much a seasoned 
farmer. He’s growing an alternative food 
system, one that responds to the needs of 
small and immigrant organic farmers by 
connecting them to institutions, processors, 
chefs, teachers, co-ops, and home cooks. 

“Seems every week we are giving a tour 
to a different group,” he says. Everyone 
involved in fixing our food system wants 
to know how everything here gets done. 

Early in his career, Williams spent several 
years working in orchards on both coasts 
before moving to Minnesota and becom¬ 
ing a founding partner of Featherstone 
Farm in Rushford, one of the state’s larg¬ 
est organic growers. Over a decade later, 
he joined Co-op Partners, a wholesale 
distributor, as a buyer of certified organic 
produce. He saw that as the organic sec¬ 
tor grew, established farmers could supply 
enough to co-ops and restaurants to lock 
up contracts. This kept farmers who were 
just starting—especially immigrant farm¬ 
ers—out of the wholesale market. 

“Farming here is tough enough, and rely¬ 
ing on farmers markets for income is just 
too risky,” Williams explains. Entering the 


distribution system is the biggest challenge 
small-scale farmers face. 

“I can’t imagine doing this work when 
English is your second language,” Wil¬ 
liams says. 

TGA’s farmers have access to the ware¬ 
house’s state-of-the-art washing lines, sort¬ 
ing and packing tables, refrigerator, and 
freezer storage. They learn how to build 
hoop houses for season extension, start early 
crops, and use TGA’s farm manuals written 
in English, Hmong, and Spanish. “Selling 
my produce to the Good Acre has helped 
me increase my revenue and decrease my 
produce loss,” notes TGA farmer Lyee Vue. 

Each week, over 500 CSA members pick 
up boxes of seasonal produce from over 40 
small farmers. This guarantees farmers 
receive a fair and stable price while the 
member’s boxes are filled with a bountiful 
assortment; no one gets stuck with a week’s 
worth of kohlrabi. 

Cooking classes for youth, adults, and 
families—Indian Vegetarian Cooking, 
Open-Fire Cooking (at Gibbs Farm), Global 
Summer Salads, Pickling and Canning- 
sell out quickly, and sliding fees for classes 
and CSA shares make them accessible. One 
C SA member was so delighted by her box’s 
freshness and variety that she purchased 
15 additional shares for several college-age 
America Corps workers livingnearby. “She 
saw they were eating just chips and pizza,” 
says AnnaRichardson, CSAmanager. “These 
students love it. They’re realizing how easy 
it is to eat fresh, healthy, delicious food.” 

TGA makes the wholesale market acces¬ 
sible and profitable to small and immigrant 
farmers. “Good Acre Farmers receive about 
80 to 90 percent of each dollar in sales,” 
says Nick Mabe, sales and logistics direc¬ 
tor, whose accounts include the U of M, 


Armark, Hamline, several hospitals, and 
more than 14 school districts. This past 
year, TGA supplied over 90,000 pounds of 
produce to schools. “We understand that 
institutional food service accounts are often 
understaffed and overworked, so we assist 
in the role of farm-to-school coordinator 
by managinglocal farmer relationships and 
by offering our culinary training services,” 
Mabe says. 

Recently, TGA launched a culinary train¬ 
ing program for school “lunch ladies,”—aka 
Nutrition Service Department staff—with 
classes in scratch cooking ofvegetable dishes 
that kids will like and that meet the USDA’s 
nutritional guidelines. 

Beyond lunch, local food is entering the 
classroom. TGA is working with Anoka- 
Hennepin School District to build a FACS 
(Family and Consumer Science) curriculum 
focused on local food, agriculture, and career 
opportunities in the food industry. “We’re 
expanding the scope of Farm to School to 
include not only what kids have for lunch 
in the cafeteria but what they’re learning in 
the classroom, hopefully sparking systemic 
change,” adds Emily Paul, TGA program 
directror. 

Like organic farming itself, the Good 
Acre’s holistic, integrated approach is 
weaving a web of farmers, food makers, 
cooks, and eaters through support services, 
warehouse infrastructure, classes, and train¬ 
ings. Unlike most commercial growers and 
processors, this enterprise doesn’t measure 
success in dollars. Here, decisions are made 
with an eye to the soil’s fertility, human 
health, fair wages for workers, and animal 
welfare. Its highest consideration is not the 
immediate impact on the bottom line but 
on growing a hopeful, vibrant, delicious 
future for us all. B3

LIFE IN PIECES 

In Puzzle, a woman’s life becomes her own

P uzzle is a movie that’s both as 
simple and as complicated as its 
namesake. A remake of the 2010 
Argentine picture Rompecabe- 
zas, the U.S. version explores the 
difficulties of 21st-century housewifery 
with an approach that feels at once wholly 
American and also universal. 

The film tells the story of Agnes (Kelly 
Macdonald), a woman whose day-to-day 
life consists of running errands, attending 
church meetings, and cooking meals for her 
husband and two sons. She loves her family, 
but it’s clear from the opening scene—in 
which Agnes picks up the pieces of a plate 
her husband breaks at her own birthday 
party—that her identity as an individual 
has been subsumed by that of a suburban 
caretaker. 

But things begin to change when 
Agnes discovers a preternatural knack 
for assembling jigsaw puzzles. After 
cruising through what she has at home, 
Agnes takes a train into New York City 
to visit a puzzle shop. There she finds an 
advertisement posted by someone seeking 


a puzzling partner. Agnes calls the number 
and soon meets Robert (Irrfan Khan), a 
wealthy inventor looking to enter a puzzle 
competition. 

While she’s reluctant at first, Agnes 
decides to practice with Robert in secret— 
and through this straightforward new hobby 
she undergoes a fortysomething awakening 

Puzzle is one of those indie features 
whose success is predicated on its lead 
actor. That’s not to say it would be a bad 
movie without Kelly Macdonald, nor that 
the supporting actors don’t pull their weight 
In fact, Khan and David Denman, who plays 
Agnes’ husband, Louie, both manage their 
parts deftly without overtaking Macdonald. 

But the scope feels so small, the story 
so delicate, that if it weren’t for the 
performance she gives here, it’s unclear 
whether Puzzle would stand out as much 
as it does. Even at its peaks, this is a movie 
where the driving action is two people 
sitting at a table and connecting little 
cardboard pieces to one another. Macdonald 
makes it something more. 

Agnes’ transformation is understated, 
but also relatively radical. Missing a church 
meet-up and sneaking into the Big Apple

to do puzzles instead of grocery shopping 
may not feel like the most extreme moves to 
make, but for Agnes, these are momentous 
steps. Macdonald underplays her through 
the beginning scenes, allowing her to slowly 
come into her own. We get a sense of self- 
discovery that feels incredibly real. 

There’s something to be said here about 
Marc Turdetaub’s direction, too. The former 
Money Store CEO turned film producer 
has a surprisingly conscious grasp of lower- 
middle-class family dynamics, and his 
unorthodox directing style—he doesn’t do 
rehearsals, among other atypical methods— 
clearly lent itself to the film’s authentic 
feel. While it’s only Turtletaub’s second 
feature as a director, Puzzle is composed 
with the tact of a skilled veteran. 

Still, it’s Kelly Macdonald’s movie at the 
end of the day. Puzzle isn’t so much a film 
about putting pieces together as it is a story 
of one woman pulling her life apart—for 
the better. 03

Start With The End In Mind

A head of the 2018 Gay Games 
in Paris, the Subversive Sirens 
show no sign of nerves. At a 
recent rehearsal, the bleachers 
are packed with loved ones as 
the five teammates—predominantly queer 
ladies of color in their 30s and 40s—approach 
the pool, clad in custom suits of spangly 
purple and black fishnet, topped with silver 
swim caps. 

The music kicks on: “Dearly beloved, we 
have gathered here today, to get through 
this thing called life.” The Sirens hold a 
mock-wedding on the pool deck, then dive 
in. Their energetic legs scissor skyward, 
form floating stars, and peel into columns. 

“We’re swimming to save our lives,” 
explains team co-founder Signe Harri- 
day following the rapturous performance. 

After attending the 2014 Gay Games in 
Cleveland, Harriday pitched the idea of 
forming a team to her friend Suzy Messe- 
role, though they weren’t sure what sport 
they would compete in. 

They scrolled through options together. 
“I believe Signe’s quote was, T took a one- 
week synchronized swimming camp in 
fourth grade, so I gotthis,”’ laughs Messerole. 

The pair began training, inviting 
Tana Hargest, Zoe Hollomon, and Nicki 
McCracken into the fold. As Minnesota’s 
premiere synchronized swimming team, 
they’re dedicated to black liberation, equity 
in aquatic arts, body positivity, and queer 
visibility 

In the context of a sport formerly known 


as “water ballet,” what they’re doingis trans¬ 
gressive. For one routine, set to Prince’s 
“Pussy Control,” they cheekily repurpose 
old-school synchronized swimming moves 
to allude to cunnilingus. 

Everyone in the stands goes bonkers. 
One imagines that more traditional Esther 
Williams-era fans might clutch their pearls. 

‘We don’t even know how stuff is scored, 
honestly,” admits McCracken. (It helps 
that the Games have no qualifiers, with a 
spirit of inclusion and love prevailing over 
competition.) 

“This is for our joy,” says Hollomon. In 
our contemporary climate, joy in and of 
itself is rebellious. 

“There’s this aspect of the joyousness 
people gravitate toward.... Like, Wes, you 
can decide all of a sudden you want to be 
a competitive athlete and actually do it,”’ 
says Hargest. 

The Sirens are dreamingbigger than many 
dare. In the process, they’re reclaiming the 
pool, amultigenerational site of oppression 
and exclusion for many, but especially for 
the black community 

Suddenly, this seems less absurd, and 
downright revolutionary 

The Sirens aren’t out for blood at the 
Gay Games, nor does their mission end 
after Paris: McCracken has her sights on 
the Phillips Aquatics Center. 

“My plan is to make it the new synchro 
pool. But they don’t know this yet.” 

And if they end up spawning an entire 
city of mermaids? 

Everyone bursts into song: “That would 
be amaaaazing!” EQ

Gully Boys are 
not “some dads” 
from Vermont

S ometimes it feels like the English 
language is running low on good 
band names, and even if—let’s 
say by sheer dumb luck—you do 
stumble on a really a good one, 
odds are high it’s already been taken by some 
other dork with a dicey Bandcamp project. 

Or perhaps, as happened to Minneapolis 
rock trio Gully Boys, your chosen name 
mightturn outto already be taken by along- 
runningband of “some dads,” as drummer 
Nadir ah McGill put it, out in Vermont. 

The Gully Boys’ Green Mountain State 
dopplegangers didn’t pick a fight over the 
shared name. A 
member reached 
out to Minnesota’s 
Gully Boys—not 
with a cease-and- 
desist letter, but 
with an offer. See, 
the Vermont Gully 
Boys have been playingtogether for roughly 
25 years, which means naturally they own 
just about every logical domain name for 
a band called Gully Boys online, so he just 
wanted to tell McGill and her bandmates to 
get in touch if they needed to work some¬ 
thing out to put up a website. 

“They were super nice,” McGill says. “He 
was like, 'Let me know if you ever want to 
come out to Vermont, we could do a double 
Gully Boy bill.’” 

Anyway, our Gully Boys—the ones from 
Minneapolis—play astyle that blends grunge, 
a little bit of emo, and some of the guileless 
instrumental rush of early punk. Guitarist 
Kathy Callahan’s alternately clear and gritty 
voice predominates, but they often break 
into pristine two- and three-part harmonies. 

Gully Boys recorded their debut album, 
Not So Brave, at Pachyderm Studios in Can¬ 
non Falls, one of the most famous studio 
complexes in the state, frequented by folks 
like Hippo Campus, Low, and PJ Harvey. 
The booking manager at Mortimer’s, one 


of their favorite local venues, connected 
them with Nick Tveitbakk at Pachyderm, 
who engineered the album. 

Artists will often hole up at Pachyderm 
for weeks at a time, but the sessions for Not 
So Brave lasted one weekend. 

“We got there on Friday night and 
recorded from right when we got there 
until early morning hours on Sunday,” says 
bassist Natalie Klemond. 

Recording ran on a whirlwind timeline: 
They got to the studio at 7 p.m. on Friday, 
spent some time taking levels and getting 
things set, and started recording around 9. 
They recorded until midnight, doing about 
three songs. Then they started recording 
again at about 10:30 the next morning and 
went until 1 or 2 a.m. They listened back 
and got rough mixes on Sunday morning. 

Gully Boys’ only previous release is a 
three-song self-titled EP from about a year 


ago, and the group had built up a stockpile 
of songs since then that either required or 
enabled them (depending on your outlook) 
to be picky about what they recorded. 

“We went in with one that we weren’t 
goingto do, that we ended up being like, We 
really wanna do this,’ and we happened to 
have an extra half hour, and we were like, 
'We can do it in one take, we promise,”’ 
says Klemond. 

They got the take. 

The recording might sound like a scram¬ 
ble, but all of it—the tight deadline, recording 
live and fast, was in line with the band’s 
desired aesthetic. 

“He [TVeitbakk] asked, 'Do you guys want 
to sound pretty produced?’ And we were 
like, 'No,”’ Klemond says. 

“I feel like that’s lying,” McGill says. 
“That’s not what we sound like when 
you come see us live. We’re not a very

polished, clean band.” 

Although each Gully Boy separately har¬ 
bored the desire to play music, they char¬ 
acterize this as their first serious project. 
Klemond and Callahan have known each 
other since middle school, and McGill and 
Callahan worked at Ragstock together. ir We 
used to talk about music all the time, and 
how we aspired to be musicians,” McGill 
says. “We were like, 'Oh, we can all half-ass 
play an instrument, lef s try to play together.’” 

“We literally jammed and were like, 'OK, 
we’re in a band now,’” McGill says. 

It’d be going a little too far to character¬ 
ize Gully Boys as novices, however. McGill 
recalls playing in orchestra as a kid and 
starting college with an intended major in 
vocal performance. Klemond says she tried 
a number of instruments when she was 
younger and played in jazz band through 
school. 

“I’d always wanted to play the drums, 
because my mom wouldn’t let me,” McGill 
says. When she got a place of her own, she 
started practicing on her now-ex’s kit. 

The band found a sound for themselves 
the old-fashioned way—through covers, of 
Hole, Metric, No Doubt, and Best Coast. 
Then they figured out how to copy what 
they liked, and eventually how to move past 
copying entirely. In fact, after they covered 
Best Coast, they learned they didn’t want 
to sound like Bethany Cosentino’s band. 

“We had decided, 'Okay, this is a sound 
we don’t want to make,’ but, subconsciously, 
our first song we wrote was super surf-y, 
like ’50s,” McGill says. 

“You cover stuff and then you immedi¬ 
ately write stuff that is very similar to it,” 
Klemond says. 

The Gullies remember the first good song 
they wrote, in part because they literally 
named it “The Good One.” 

“We loved it,” McGill says. “We were 
all like, 'Oh my God, it’s so gritty and per¬ 
cussive.... We added this slow, three-part 
harmony breakdown, and we were like 'This 
is cool.’ And then we played it a few times, 
and we were like, 'Actually, this song sucks.’” 

Not So Brave features material both new 
and old, including re-recordings of two of 
the tracks from their previous EP, showing 
the group’s progression. 

“There’s this cool thing where we have 
songs from two years ago on it, and then 
we have songs that we wrote several weeks 
ago, two weeks before recording,” Klemond 
says. “We used to be very ’90s grunge, Hole 
covers, and now we’re more melodic.” 

“You can hear our confidence growing 
as musicians,” McGill says. 

After their album release show at the 
7th St. Entry on August 12, Gully Boys will 
embark on their first major tour—11 dates, 
taking them first to Wisconsin and Illinois, 
and then down abig curve across the south, 
ending in Austin, Texas. They have a lot to

Hormonal 
to Horny 

Off the pill and out of control 


I ’m a27-year-old woman, andl’ve been 
sexually active and on birth control 
since I was 16—almost always on the 
pill. I recently switched to the NuvaR- 
ing, which I had a bad reaction to: 
no libido at all and extreme mood swings. 
I decided to go off hormonal birth control , 
and so far it’s been a mix of good and bad. 
My moods are more even, and my libido 
came back—but in a way I wasn’t expecting. 
My sexual appetite is insane. I want to have 
sex with everyone! Men, women, friends, 
colleagues, acquaintances. My boyfriend 
has been amazing through all of this. He’s 
agreed to let us open up our relationship 
under specific terms. I 
agree with the terms we 
placed , but I still feel like 
my urges are going to get 
me in trouble—especially 
if alcohol is involved. Is 
this normal? Can remov¬ 
ing a cocktail ofhormones 
from my life really change 
me this much? I don’t 
want to blame it all on 
the birth control, but it 
was the only variable in 
my life that changed in the 
last couple of months. I 
want to be faithful to my 
boyfriend , who has been great and under¬ 
standing— allowingus to open our relationship 
to casual encounters with strangers. But I’m 
feeling sexual connections to so many more 
people now, and often to people I’ve known 
for a while. I see this all as mostly positive, 
but the adjustment has been strange and 
difficult to wrap my head around. 

SUDDENLY HORNY AND 
GOING GAGA ISN’T NORMAL 

“Pm so glad to hear this woman sees the 
increase in her libido as positive,” said Dr. 
Meredith Chivers, an associate professor 
of psychology at Queen’s University and 
renowned sex researcher. “At the same time, 
I understand how overwhelmingthese urges 
can feel, especially when they are new.” 

Luckily for you, SHAGGIN, you’re with 
someone who’s secure enough to let you feel 
the fuck out these new feelings. Another 
example of your good luck? Dr. Chivers 
is about to give you the Actual Science 
Download on hormonal birth control. 
“It’s difficult to say what is normal 


when it comes to the effects of hormonal 
contraception (HC) on women’s sexual 
interest,” Chivers said. But lots of women 
have stopped using hormonal contraception 
for the exact same reason you did: worries 
about their libido—and there is some indirect 
evidence that HC can negatively impact a 
woman’s desire for sex. 

“The NuvaRing is a combined hormonal 
contraceptive containing synthetic estrogens 
and progestins (the same as many birth 
control pills),” said Chivers. “HC like the 
NuvaRing works, in part, by raising and 
stabilizing progesterone levels throughout 
the menstrual cycle, which helps to 
prevent ovulation and 
implantation.” 

And it’s those 
stabilized progesterone 
levels that could be the 
culprit. 

“Progesterone is one 
ofthe hormones involved 
in the menstrual cycle 
and pregnancy; levels 
are highest in the week 
before menstruation 
(called the luteal phase) 
and are also high during 
pregnancy,” Chivers said. 
“A recent, large-scale 
study reported that women with higher 
progesterone—women who weren’t 
using HC—had lower sexual interest, on 
average. Because using HC is associated 
with reductions in sexual interest, we 
could predict that stopping HC, and thus 
progesterone levels returning to more 
typical lower levels, could be associated 
with increases in sexual motivation. 

“Given that she has been using some form 
of HC since she became sexually active, my 
guess is that she’s never had the chance to 
experience her sexuality while naturally 
cycling,” Chivers said. “Part of her process 
could be learning about her unmedicated 
hormonal cycle, her sexuality, and the 
variations in her sex drive.” 

The last word goes to Dr. Chivers: 
Whether you’re with others or sexually 
exclusive with your boyfriend, “Have fun!”
